Xnfoctious  Diseases.  During  the  year  the  following  notifications 
of  infectious  diseases  have  been  received:-  .  _

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Brysipolas-1,  Whooping  Cough-4,  Moasles-3,  Puerperal  Pyrexia-1, 
Cert;bro  spinal  maningitis-2  and  Ophthalmia  noenatorum-1 . 

Gases  of  infectious  diseases  requiring  isolation  are  sent  to  the 
hospitals  at  Wiseago,  Choslyn  Hay  or  Stafford  by  arrangement  with 
the  Mid-Staffordshire  Joint  Hospital  Board. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation  has  bean  carried  out  at  the  various  schools 
in  the  area  and  in  some  of  the  schools  100%  of  the  children  have  now 
received  treatment. 

Tuberculosis ♦  No  action  has  been  required  under  the  Prevention  of 
tuberculosis  Reg  ulations. 

luring  the  year  one  case  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  a  male  aged  41, 
and  one  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis,  a  male  aged  26,  have  been 
notified . 

There  was  one  death  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  giving  a  death  rate 

of  .1  for  tuberculosis.
